Vincent’s Angina was first des- 
cribed in 1898.° It is an important 
disease, and it has frequently been 
mistaken for diphtheria. It became 
comparatively common among the 
soldiers of the World War, when the 
condition was known as ‘trench 
mouth”. Later, it was widely spread 
throughout the civil population. 

Like other infections and com- 
municable diseases, Vincent’s Angina 
is caused by a living agemt or bac- 
terium. This particular disease is 
unusual in that it results from the 
combined action of two different 
kinds of bacteria working together 
as a team. 


The disease rarely occurs in young 
children. It is during the high school 
years that it begins to appear. It 
may be either acute or chronic and 
the severity of the attacks varies a 
great deal. The onset may be mild or 
severe.

This is not a 
guarantee that the disease will not

The rapid spread which occurred 
among the soldiers was the result of 
conditions which made the transfer- 
ence of bacteria from one mouth to 
another much more likely than is the 
case in ordinary civil life.

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PROSPECTS FOR PEST 


War is always being waged be- 
tween the farmer and his insect ene- 
mies. Wheat growers of Alberta have 
three varieties of insecta with pecul- 
iar pestiferous ways to contend with. 
These are: the well-known grasshop- 
per, the pale western cutworm, and 
the wheat stem sawfly. The former 


two have frequently been the pource 
of heavy losses to Southern rta 
farmers, the sawfly confin its 
depredations to central more 


northerly sections. However, jin re- 
cent years the sawfly has invaded 
the south and should be more numer- 
ous this year than usual south of 
the Bow river. 

Grasshoppers are likely to be 
menacing in only three areas, the 
largest of these extending from 
Three Hills to Munson, tihe second 
centering on Youngstown, and the 
third on Cowley. Also, there are 
several areas of severe infestation, 
one extending from Monarch to 
Nobleford; one from Camrmangay to 
Champion; and one centering on 
Nanton. On the whole, however, the 
grasshopper outlook is better than it 
has been since 1931. 

Worse infestation of ‘the pale 
western cutworm may occur in the 
following areas: Lomond to Monarch 
and southeast to Milk River, Schuler 
to Alsask and west to Sunnynook 
and Brooks. If the season is dry, 
losses will extend further west over 
a wide area. 

The above information was given 
in a recent address by H. L. Seamans 
Dominion Entomological Laboratory, 
Lethbridge. 


SOIL DRIFTING 


Strip farming, surface working of 
the land, and the use of cOver crops 
are suggested by Dr. E. S. Hopkins, 
Dominion field husbandman, to over- 
come the menace of soil drifting in 
Western Canada. Dr. Hopkins says 
strip farming alone is not enough to 
control drifting. Besides stripping, 
the land should be surface worked so 
that it is left either covered with 
stubble or with lumps that will not 
drift. A cover crop of apring seed 
grain seeded at about 1% bushel per 
acre around August ist stops drift- 
ing very effectively. The crop is 
killed by the frost but the top growth 
remains on the surface and holds the 
soil. 

Western Canada is really seriously 
menaced by soil drifting, according 
to Dr. Hopkins. The sad experience of 
other countries that have allowed 
this condition to persist should be 
avoided. The Gobi desert of Northern 
China, in size equivalent to that por- 
tion of the three prairie provinces 
reaching from Winnipeg to Banff 
and from the international boundary 
line to as far north as Peace River 
crossing has been largely created by 
soil drifting. Large areas of land 
once cultivated have become totally 
ruined while ancient cities have been 
buried completely. 

PRODUCTION COST OF 
WEANLING PIG 


“How much does it cost to pro- 
duce a weanling pig?" This question 
is asked of the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Station, Lacombe, scores of times 
each year.

The cost of grain for a two-litter- 
a-year sow is $18.75 and the over- 
head $13.33, making a total of $32.08 
which, for 4 total of fourteen pigs, 
makes the cost per pig $2.29. 

In other words, with the same con- 
ditions under which one litter per 
year is produced it is possible to 
produce two litters for $32.08, so 
that the second litter from a two-lit- 
ter-a-year sow actually costs only 
$7.08, or $1.01 a pig. ‘ 

There is still another plan—breed 
ing for three litters every two years. 
The total feed cost for a sow under 
this plan is $33.75 for two years and 
the two-year overhead $23.33, giv- 
ing a total cost of $57.08 for twenty- 
one pigs. In this case the cost of 
each pig is $2.72. 

As many pigs will not regularly 
produce two satisfactory litters a 
year the Lacombe Station favours 
the practice of raising three litters 
every two years ,or six litters a year 
from four sows. 

“Overhead” includes interest on 
investment in breeding stock, build- 
ings and equipment, and cost of ser- 
vice fees and feed supplements. 

WHEAT TRANSPORTATION 
COSTS 

An interesting compilation of the 
costs of shipping wheat from the 
country elevator in Alberta to British 
ports via Vancouver, has been pre- 
pared by E. A. Ursell, Fort William, 
statistician for the Board of Grain 
Commissioners. In preparing this 
data the approximate average charg- 
eS are used. Tha figures a:e a5 fol- 
lows: 

1. Handling at Country elevator 
including insurance against loss by 
fire and storage for 15 days); official 
inward inspection, weighing and regi- 
stration fees; and selling to exporter 
on Yancouver market, per bushel

THROAT, ACUTE AND CHRONIC 

Laryngitis is one of the most common affections of the throat. It 
may be acute or chronic. The latter form is rare, I’m glad to say, be- 
cause it strikes terror to me, the thought of tuberculosis of the larynx. 
‘My purpose in this sketch is to deal with the acute form only. 

This varies from slight hoarseness with no fever, to the most pro- 
found illness, with loss of voice and dangerous temperature. Diphtheria 
and croup are the most formidable of throat ailments of childhood. An 
old author once said that croup is attended by loud, rasping cough; sel- 
dom a cough in diphtheria. That was when diagnosis depended entirely 


on physical signs. 


The first symptoms of laryngitis in any of its forms is loss of voice. 
This tells us that the disease 1s in the larynx—in the vocal “box.” It is 
the signal for immediate action. Get the physician at once! 

Mouth-breathers are by far the most likely to be attacked. To take 
young childen suddenly out of a. warm house into zero temperature 
without warm muffler or woolen wrap placed lightly over the breathing- 

assages is to invite trouble. The change from warm air to cold should 
be gradual. Teach children to breathe through the nostrils, if suddenly 
‘exposed to cold. They will never forget it. And, be sure there are no

As grass makes most growth in 
cool weather any work with the 
lawns, according to the authorities, 
should ‘be planned early. In this type 
of gardening one is dealing with 
something distinctly permanent. It 
is much simpler to correct all mis- 
lakes, especially concerning levels, 
before the seed is sown, On this ac- 
count gardeners are urged to culti- 
vate any spots where grass is to be 
sown, very thoroughly, to level by 
raking and rolling and to get rid of 
as many weeds as possible. 

After digging or plowing, the 
ground should be alowed to settle 
for a few days at least, and then 
levelled again. If there is time it is 
advisable to repeat this process sev- 
eral times. The top soil should then 
be raked fine and the grass sown at 
a Hberal rate, once across and once 
lengthwise. This double sowing in- 
sures an even distribution. For obvi- 
ous reasons seed is sown on a day 
when there is no wind. In covering 
the gardener is advised to nake one 
way only and then firm the soil with 
a heavy roller or pounder. 

Unless the ground has been thor- 
oughly cultivated and then allowed 
to lie idle the year before there is 
bound to be a good deal of weed seed 
in the soil and some of this will ger- 
minate after the lawn is sown. Such 
weeds should be removed constantly, 
especially in the earlier stages. After 
that a good lawn fertilizer every 
year will push the grass along suf- 
ficiently to choke out most of these 
offenders. The first cutting of the 
grass is made when about three 
inches high and should be dione with 
a very sharp mower. Frequent roll- 
ing when the ground is soft and reg- 
ular mowing is advised. 


Seed Catalogues 
Contrary to the humorist’s concep- 
tion the seed catalogue is thorough- 
ly reliable and’ is illustrated with 
actual photographs. Those catalogues 
put out by the large firms contain 
much more than a mere mention of 


the many flowers and vegetables 
availible in Canada. They specify 
important points such as time of 


planting, resistance or lack of resist- 
ance to frost, height, color, season 
of blooming, whether scented, 
also the suitability of the flower for 


and | 


cutting purposes. All of these points 
should be taken into consideration in 
planning a real garden, authorities 
state, as only with such knowledge 
can a comprehensive and practical 
scheme be worked out. Little plants 
must not be hidden by tall things; 
and there should be as much bloom 
in the garden as possible from early 
June on. The most satisfactory 
planting, also will give plenty of ma- 
terial for bouquets and there should 
be some plants noted for their scent. 
A good flower garden is similar to a 
good library. It will reflect the indi- 
vidual preferences of the owner, ahd 
there will be something to fit every 
occasion. 
First Vegetables 

Leaf lettuce, radish, spinach and 
the first of the garden peas will be 
among the earliest vegetables sown. 
These may be planted as soon as the 
ground is fit to work. All of the 
firet named seeds should be sown at 
least three times at intervals of ten 
days so that there will be succession 
of vegetables. The second group to 
go in will be carrots, beets, onions, 
potatoes, etc. which can stand a 
little frost and them beans, corn and 
tomato, cabbage and cauliflower 
plants, etc. which kill with frost, and 
finally those hot weather vegetables 
like lima beans squash well started, 
egg and pepper plants, cucumbers, 
melons and similar things. All gar- 
den rules, it should be remembered, 
however, are only approximate, and 
should be varied a little to suit the 
local climate and individual prefer- 
ence. 

When Soil Is Fit To Work 

Experienced gardeners warn 
against working soil too early. With 
clay it is especially dangerous to dig 
when there is too much moisture in 
the ground. Such soil is liable to pud- 
dle and when drying out it may 
bake. In any case there is no adivan- 
tage and the work would have to be 
done over again later on. A good safe 
rule is-to squeeze a handful of earth 
in the hand. If it compacts into a 
ball the enthusiast is well advised to 
go back and read a book for a few 
days. On the other hand if the soil 
simply crumbles when released ‘by 


the hand it is fit for working.

Up to the end of February in this 
year there had been 11 consecutive 
calendar months in advancing prices 
of securities on the nation’s Stock 
Exchanges. Since the rise began, in 
March last year, the average price 
of 50 representative stocks moved 
upward from $77.92 to $319.21 a 
share. Three years ago every bank in 
the United States was closed. Since 
that time the average increase in the 
price of stocks has been 136 per cent. 

Last year on all of the registered 
national security exchanges 661 mil- 
lion shares of stocks changed hancs. 
It is foolish to regard these stock 
transactions as pure gambling. A 
fair percentage of stock trading is 
done by speculators, but the vast 
majority of these transactions are 
purchases by investors of dividend- 
paying securities, which enable them 
to eam more than bank interest on 
their sunplus funds. They buy stocks 
and bonds rather than real estate be- 
cause of the existence of the stock 
exchanges, providing an open market 
in which any_listed security can al- 
ways be sold immediately at a price.

BODY AT WORK 

For .a mimber of years now the 
Social Hygiene Council, indefatigably 
ied by Dr. Gordon Bates as general 
director, has been performing a na- 
tional service in this country that is 
beyond all praise. Feeling the need, 
however, of giving this organization 
a still wider scope, it has been re 
organized during the past few weeks 
and now stands forth as the Health 
League of Canada. Fortunately Dr. 
Bates still remains as general direc- 
tor but the presidency has been con- 
ferred upon the Honourable Mr. Jus- 
tice Riddell of Toronto. 

Powerful support was given to 
this re-organization by the presence 
of the Governor-General, Lord 
Tiweedsmuir, who urged that there 
should be active co-operation “be- 
tween public and health authorities 
and) that every individual should give 
greater attention to public health in 
the future than in the past. With a 
new government and a new minister 
of héalth at Ottawa this renewed 
stimulus to public interest should. be 
alike a help and an ‘inspiration. 

Dr. Bates has announced as one of 
the first objectives of the new body 
a national campaign for the universa: 
pasteurization of milk that has just 
been launched. Pasteurization has to 
overcome the same kind of prejudices 
as vaccination; for instamce, had to 
do at one time; plus the opposition or 
those who conceive it to be contrary 
to their commercial interests. The 
need for educational propaganda is 
clearly indicated and this is what is 
being supplied. Sooner or later— 
sooner, rather than later, it is to be 
hoped—this campaign, will bear 
fruit from which the people of Can 
ada will reap the” benefits.

They know thet certain foods are 
good for the children. They: try -to 
make use of their knowledge—-but 
Grace or George refuse to eat the 
foode they should eat and persist in 
gorging upon the foods that are not 
particularly good for them. 

There are dozens of reasons, but 
here are two that should be noted by 
every mother. First, food that is al- 
ways prepared in the same way be- 
comes tiresome to tiny tots. Second, 
the few good foods liked by your 
children, are served so often that 
they tire of them. 


Children who love a glass of milk 
may suddenly develop a dislike for 
it, if four glasses a diay are served, 
day afiter day and week after week. 
Children who love a particular milk 
drink may tire of it unless the flavor 
is changed or it is served in a new 
way. When this happens you are 
worse off than ever. Two or three 
good foods, that were your standbys, 
are now in the discard. 

Try to remember these things 
when preparing dishes for children. 
Some ‘of the daily milk requirement 
may be given by cooking scalloped 
potatoes or frizzled beef with it, or 
by making it into egg nogs, rennet 
custard desserts, extraordinary cus- 
tards and puddings. 


Perhaps the children will not eat 


all of these, but they will surely eat 


renmet-custard desserts which may be 
varied in dozens of different ways. 
May I suggest rennet-custard des- 
serts ais a particularly good food for 
children? They enable you to serve 
milk in completely changed form—a 
delicate, custard-like consistency 
Furthermore, they are light, easy to 
prepare, digest twice as fast as plain 
milk and are popular with young- 
sters. The following recipes are but 
two of many delightful rennet-cus- 
tard dainties: 
Golden Mountain 
1 package Orange Rennet Dessert 
Powder 
1|3 cup prune pulp 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 
1 pint milk 
1 egg white 
4 cup sugar 
Prepare rennet-eustard according 
to directions on package. Chil! in re- 
frigerator. Beat egg white until stiff, 
add sugar gradually until thoroughly 
hlended. Add prune pulp (prepared 
by rubbing cooked prunes through a 
sieve) and lemon juice. Just before

TEA CAKES 
THAT STAY FRESH 

Bveryone likes cakes and tea 
breads enriched with fruit, but the 
economical housewife often hesitates 
to make these delicacies because 
they dry out quickly unless eaten 
soon, after baking. Even the next day 
the fruits are likely to be dried into 
builet-like lumps. Thus the taste of 
the whole cake is ruined. 

Lately I have made some exciting 
discoveries about this. Certain Eng- 
lish bakers, I was told, have long 
used glycerine in various kinds of 
cakes—especially their luscious fruit 
loaves—to keep them moiSt and pala- 
table to the last bite. 

I tried it myself in some of my 
favorite fruit bread and cake recipes, 
with real success. Not only did the 
cakes remain fresh many days long- 
er, but the fruit was brighter, juicer 
had a more appetizing appearance. 
All I did was to rub the fruit with. 
glycerine, allowing it to stand for 
half an hour; then I made the cake 
as usual. Just a quarter teaspoonful 
of glycerine was enough for a stan- 
dard small family recipe. The whole~ 
some liquid acts like magic in keep- 
ing fresh things fresh. 

I know you will want to try this 
yourself, so here is a fruit tea bread 
recipe to experiment on. I’m sure 
you will be as pleased as I was. 

Honey Fruit Tea Bread 
% cup honey 
% cup brown sugar 
2 tablespoons shortening

1|8 cup wheat bran flour 

Rub fruit with glycerine and allow 
to stand at least ome half hour, Mix 
honey, sugar, shortening, salt, fruit 
and milk, Heat slowly only until 
sugar’ is Gissolved and shortening 
melted. Cool to room temperature. 
Add lemon juice and beaten egg. Sift 
flour, soda, and baking powder to- 
gether. Mix in wheat bran flour. Add 
dry ingredients to fruit mixture and 
stir well. Do not beat. Bake in a 


greased loaf pan, lined with wax pa-. 


per, in a moderate oven for one hour.

uré out some new taxes—and no 
fooling. The word came from the 
White House that they must provide 
additional revenues of igs ge a 
year for the next 3 yeare and #620, 
000,000 a year for the next six 
thereafter. They knew it had to come 
some time, but they were hopihg it: 
might be postponed until after ‘elec- 
tion. 


The President has not told kneen 
where to get the money. They passed 
the legislation so they must figure 
out for themselves where the money 
is coming from. The biggest job that 
confronts them is working out new 
tax measures that will really raise 
the revenue required without letting 
too many voters realize that they 
have got to pay. 

New Tax Outlook 

It is regarded as practically set- 
tled that processing taxes similar to 
those under the defunct three A's 
will be utilized to provide a major 
part of the additional revenues. 

The likelihood is that these taxes 
will be spread farther, over a wider 
range of commodities, taking in 
practically every agricultural pro- 
duct that has to go through: any 
manufacturing process ‘between the 
farm and the consumer. The hope of 
the boys is that the consumers won't 
notice. 

A stromg movement is under way 
to revise the income tax laws 80 as 
to draw directly upon incomes down 
to $800 a year. Politically this is not 
well liked, especially in view of the 
fact that an income tax on all wages 
and salaries is already on the sta- 
tute books under the Social Security 
Act, to take effect at the beginning 
of 1937. Some heavier inheritance 
taxes will doubtless be included in 
the new set up. 

The inflationists are taking ad- 
vantage of the situation by trying to 
enlist more support for their plan of 
doing away with additional taxes by 
simply printing more money. That 
probably will not get very far but 


|they may make a lot of noise. 


A push is on also for legislation 
to restore the NRA _ standards of 
wages and hours of labor on Gov- 
ernment contracts, but the chance is 
rather slim of any such action at 
this session. 


Other Aches 

A good deal of interest is being 
shown in proposals to change the 
present method of subsidizing Ameri- 
can shipping. It is now on the basis 
of mail carrying contracts given to 
ships built by aid of Shipping Board 
loans, at the rate of $2.50 a mile, 
whether they carry any mail or not. 
That some other method will be 
substituted for this is reasonably cer- 
tain, but the matter is now a politi- 
cal tangle, with the Postmaster- 
General on one side and some of the 
Senators and Representatives on the 
other side. 

The most unpleasant news to reach 
some of the boys on Capitol Hill was 
the announcement the other day that 
Columbia University had granted 
Rex Tugwell another year’s leave of 
absence from his professional duties. 
There are those in Congress who 


lack confidence, either in Mr. Tug-| 


well or in his rural rehabilitation 
program, which is to cost $350,- 
000,000. 

$350,000,000 is a lot of money and 
there are a good many members of 
either House who can put up a good 


angument to demonstrate that he! 


should have something to say about 
having some of that money spent in 
his own district. 

With the fund in Tugwell's hands, 
the boys know it is hopeless to try 
to get it distributed in accordance 
with long-established political cus- 
toms. 

In other words, Mr. Tugwell does 
not play ball with politicians, and 
that is the real reason why the poli- 
ticians don’t like him. 

The Political Situation 

Politically, Washington seems to 
have its mind pretty well made up 
that Governor Landon of Kansas is 
going to be the Republican nominee. 
A great deal, however, depends upon 
Mr. Landon’s acceptability to former 
President Hoover and his following, 
and to Senator Borah and his fol- 
lowing. Very little evidence is at hand 
either way as to where these two 
figures stand in regard to Mr. Lan- 
don. 
The Democratic strategy is begin- 


ning to develop. Nobody questions 


seriously Mr. Roosevelt’s renomina- 


‘tion. It would be silly to imagine 


anybody else heading the Democratic 
ticket his year. So far as here are 
any doubts they concern only his re- 
election. 

On the point of re-election, the 
President himself has not the slight- 
est doubt. Numerous recent visitors 
to the White House, some of them 
friendly to him and some of them 
opposed to him, have reported unani- 
mously his extremely cheerful confi- 
dence that he will be re-elected in 
November. 

The Democratic strategy seems to 
ibe to cultivate the confidence and 
good will of the conservative ele- 
ments in business and finance. There 
has been quite a steady stream of 
business men in and out of the Presi- 
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dent's office recently, at his invita. 
tion., Many of these visitora have] ‘. 
commented upon the reassuring tone 
in which he has told them that he 


was not trying to destroy the capi- 
talistic system but to preserve it by 
attempting to oure its defects. 

It is on that:point (the charga 
that he has been trying to substitute 
Socialism or Fascism for the exiat- 
ing capitalistic system) that the Re- 
publicans are expected to make their 
major fight on the President,
